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there why don't you give us a bit of a a larger a bit of background on what you've been doing for the last uh 
20 uh some odd years okay dennis in 1965 actually to live a fantasy of a life because i had just gotten out of 
the military graduated college and in the military i got into a fight over a three dollar hat a guy stuck a gun in 
my stomach pulled the trigger and it didn't fire and later when the military police grabbed it it fired every time 
as a 19 year old i came away from that with an urgency to just live i had i had learned that any day is a good 
day to die as the old arab refrain goes and what better way to live an exciting fantasy-filled life than to 
become an undercover agent for the government which is what i set out to be and my first job was with the 
internal revenue services intelligence division which had an organized crime division and specifically what i 
did was ride around in a new car with a little hat on my head i was one of the very few who spoke spanish 
and i look very hispanic aside even though i'm really a polish jew first born in my family in this country i guess 
i was a natural chameleon and i learned the spanish language very quickly as a as a young man on the 
street and was able to bet with bolita people on the streets for the government was able to go undercover 
with latin numbers takers as well as with traditional organized crime around the same time i learned that my 
baby brother david who's four years younger than me was a heroin addict 
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i at that point in my life had known a lot of heroin addicts some of my friends and they had all either died or 
were well well on the way to an early death and i believed everything that our government leaders told us 
that the way to avenge the youth of our country to fight back to defend our nation from from what appeared 
to be an invasion these are the words they use an invasion of white powder by foreign evil dark foreigners 
was to go after the drug dealers and i dedicated myself from that point on to doing that i uh and it was an 
easy thing to see as we as history moved onward into the vietnam war era while 50 000 soldiers died in 
vietnam on the streets of the united states during those same years there were 80 000 homicides and many 
of them were drug related so it was very easy for me to fall under the influence of the verbiage of war and i 
was very good at undercover and as a matter of fact i i kind of turned myself into a human kamikaze for lack 


of another expression i mean i couldn't lock up drug dealers fast enough in those years also the only two 
federal agencies fighting drugs as it were were the federal bureau of narcotics with 250 agents in the world 
and the bureau of customs who were fighting drug smuggling and of course it was difficult to get into them so 
the first job i took was with the bureau of alcohol tobacco and firearms which enforced the gun laws and they 
enforced a law that had to do with committing federal crimes while carrying a firearm any federal crime and i 
used that as a license to go after drug dealers instead of just going out on the street and ordering dope i'd go 
out on the street 
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ordering dope i'd go out on the street in order to open guns and i think in the first year with atf uh man i i 
mean i just lived on the street i would make four five and six buys a day ninety percent of the time not even 
covered by backup and i was dragging in bodies i was literally filling cages as fast as they could open them i 
by 1968 or 1969 right after the gun control act of 1968 took effect at one point i lived with motorcycle gang in 
buffalo and i seized a couple of tons of dynamite and Isd and i just couldn't do it fast enough i i was indeed a 
human kamikaze and all the time what most people around me i think didn't understand didn't get about me 
was that the only reason i was doing it was because i thought it was for real we have to come cut back to my 
motivation you know i was i was a man who at 19 with that gun stuck in my stomach the trigger pulled and 
just by a miracle a mechanical miracle i was still alive as the years transpired i i needed a mission it had to 
be more there had to be more to life to me than than just living out fantasies in a rush to live i i needed the 
mission and my brother's drug addiction and our leader's words were enough for me i i indeed had that 
mission so then you went over to the dea then i went to the bureau of customs hard narcotics smuggling unit 
and my first collision with reality happened in 1971 i was i arrested a a drug smuggler at the jfk july 4th 1971 
as a matter of fact and he i convinced him to work for me it's a 
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he i convinced him to work for me it's a long strange story but this this young man whose name was john 
davidson had been a vietnam veteran had made his drug connections in thailand while he was on r r and 
when i arrested him at jfk he had made his seventh trip into the u.s three kilos of heroin each trip and mind 
you this was a time when i think the biggest drug seizure on record was 65 kilos of heroin in the french 
connection i was looking at one man who had just brought in 21 kilos in one year by himself and he can he 
consented to work with me and uh in and in this dream like life that i was living two snaps of the finger and 
there i was undercover in bangkok thailand living with john davidson's connections a fellow by the name of 
liang seitu and his partners and they were introducing me around the drug world of the far east uh it was a 
fantasy and i'm pretty much of a a good con man i mean that's let's face it that's what an undercover agent 
does i was a a good con man i knew how to convince people of any race any religion that i was a bad guy 
and as a matter of fact i now that i'm retired i have a hard time convincing people who look at my face that 
i'm a good guy but these uh these chinese quickly fell and they they liked my act so much that they invited 
me to a place called chiang mai to the to the factory where they were producing heroin this was 1971. and 
they were talking about hundreds of kilos of heroin hundreds of kilos to me was an outlandish figure how who 
who could believe that anyone was producing hundreds of kilos well suddenly the case starts to go awry 
from the moment i received an invitation to go to chiang mai and see the drug fact the heroin factory uh i was 
getting no cooperation from my 
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uh i was getting no cooperation from my own government the administrative red tape was stopping me from 
getting sums of money as little as two thousand dollars to buy a kilo of heroin to show them that i was for real 
i had an issue excuse after excuse to to these drug dealers why i couldn't come up with enough money to 
pay my hotel bill and i was talking about buying hundreds of pounds of heroin and who was at fault behind 
this whole screw up was some mysterious force in my government that manifested itself as administrative 
screw-ups well we cut to one late night i'm called into the embassy by the customs attache a fellow by the 


name of joe jenkins and there was the bureau of narcotics a bnd agent at the time and other people who 
whose identity i didn't know and i was told very simply that you're not going to chiang mai and i of course was 
uh you know a good soldier yeah i mean i have to tell you that later we learned that the source of heroin in 
chiang mai was the same source of a fellow by the name of hermann jackson who was putting heroin in the 
in the dead bodies of vietnam those killed in vietnam and smuggling smuggling them into the u.s in coffins uh 
no in the bodies themselves in the bodies themselves in the body cavities um in the body bags so you know 
the thought that anyone in my government would in any way whatsoever protect those sources of heroin was 
the most outlandish thing in the world i think it was a year or two before al mccoy wrote his book the politics 
of heroin and had well at that stage in my life i wouldn't have read the book because uh you know it would 
have been called pink oh comey you know and i was pro-america right or i could 
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and i was pro-america right or i could not believe anyone in my country would do anything so sum up this 
situation again this man who is this man mr jackson and he's herman jackson case was a separate case uh 
that i i had worked on peripherally and herman jackson was a vietnam veteran who was in graves 
registration and he went to uh thailand where he where he when he left the military he opened bars and 
things in thailand he maintained his connections with the graves registration units in the military plus he had 
the connections for heroin up in chiang mai again as i said the same source that i was working on and the 
the root of many of the bodies uh back to the states back to the u.s was from vietnam to uh uh bank to 
thailand where the graves registration people involved with jackson would put heroin in the bodies or in the 
body bags they would be shipped up to the us for burial and another member of the ring would remove the 
heroin from the bodies and body bags once they once they arrived in the u.s now that's really all i knew 
about that investigation i had caught part of it un as a young special agent with customs in the port of new 
york and but then got caught up in this case there you were here you are somebody who was motivated into 
fighting drugs by virtue of the fact that uh your younger brother was ended up with a heroin addiction and 
now you find yourself uh in southeast asia in a situation where your government appears to be involved in 
importing heroin well dennis uh i wound up in a situation where it was almost uh a godsend as though 
destiny had sent me to the major source that anybody had heard of at that particular point and here i am with 
a chance to really 
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and here i am with a chance to really get to the source exactly what my leaders said and i was i felt 
privileged i felt my god you know if i can get this source even if i die doing it this is the way it's supposed to 
be i mean we're all going to die it's it's i i don't want to be i want to be accused of being as fanatical as i 
probably was at that age but i was you're the typical uh vietnam soldier only i was a soldier in the drug war 
i'm ready to die and suddenly my government steps in and tells me you're not going to chiang mai did you 
say hey what's going on here yes and this was the first time in my career i was told look there are there are 
other interests that are more important you don't know the big picture and i accepted that well who wouldn't 
there i was this was the first time i i had been that far out of my country in my life i was i felt totally alone and 
isolated i don't forget at that point i had been hanging out with two drug dealers in bangkok thailand the 
police themselves pardon me didn't know that i was there because they were involved uh you know telling if 
the police had found out that i was an undercover agent uh at best i would have been arrested by the thai 
police at worst well you use your own imagination so i felt totally alone and unprotected and here and my 
government is telling me uh you know we there are other interests you don't know the big picture and i 
accepted that again who wouldn't i mean could could you imagine your government or for me uh admitting to 
myself that my government was protecting uh people who were using the dead bodies of rgbis who had 
given their lives for their country to smuggle heroin was to negate everything i lived for at 
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was to negate everything i lived for at that point just too much you don't you just can't accept that and again 
as i said my friend al mccoy's book hadn't been published yet and i probably wouldn't have read it then 
anyway so uh suddenly i'm given the money to buy one kilo of heroin the two chinese drug dealers deliver it 
to me they're arrested i had even met the man who was making false bottom suitcases and he was arrested 
as a result of the case they even had to arrest one of the majors and the thai police who was involved with 
them and the case ended and around the united states the you know the case got a big media play as they 
still do you know drugs on the table it was the first time in in our history that an undercover one undercover 
agent had gotten the smuggler in new york the financier of the operation in florida and then the source 
including the false bottom suitcase manufacturer in one undercover operation so it get quite a bit of play asa 
matter of fact the case itself was written up in a book by donald goddard called undercover i think it's a dell 
paperback and the america never knew the truth well i really didn't at that point know what the truth was so 
we move on to i go back to the streets and in 1973 the drug enforcement administration is formed to end i 
mean a bloody war between uh dea between the bureau of narcotics and the bureau of customs a turf war 
over who who is in charge of the war on drugs and budget and a war by the way that has now spread to 
something like 53 federal agencies getting a piece of this war on on drugs budget including the military but at 
that point 
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including the military but at that point president nixon created the drug enforcement administration to end that 
war 73 i hit i was assigned to a street group and began again breaking all records locking up drug dealers i 
worked with a fellow named skippy garcia emilio garcia a cute young cuban agent and i think he and i 
together in one year had something like 300 arrests just we never went home and you were recognized for 
this work oh yeah yeah i was recognized i received award after award they then made me uh in acting in 
charge of an international group and i began working international cases and at that time in my career i 
began teaching the techniques of undercover work informant handling and i began lecturing for the drug 
enforcement administration on those subjects in 1977 i was teaching narcotic undercover to the brooklyn 
district attorney's office investigators it was february and i got a phone call right then that my brother after 19 
years of heroin addiction had committed suicide and if i needed further inspiration i i just can't imagine what 
that would be i hit the streets again with a vengeance in 1978 i was transferred to buenos aires argentina as 
the country attache i was a diplomatic status i was in charge of argentina and uruguay all drug enforcement 
activities for a period of time the fbi closed its office in the southern cone and i absorbed all their work i in 
essence for for several years was the senior u.s law enforcement officer in the in the whole southern cone it 
was in during my time in argentina that i went undercover 
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time in argentina that i went undercover and penetrated the roberto suarez organization and now this is 
going to be covered in great detail in the big white lie and that's going to be your next book that uh hopefully 
will be published uh in fall or thereafter by thunder mouth press let me just say that we're speaking with 
michael levine michael levine is also the author of deep cover and fight back uh he has been a undercover 
agent for 25 years with the dea with the alcohol tobacco and firearms bureau and with the irs and we are 
talking about some of the experiences that you uh michael levine had during those years this um encounter 
with suarez uh would be uh as you said it forms the backdrop for this book that's coming out um the big white 
lie but uh give us some of the background what was going on there what happened and you began to get 
into that in essence i i uh penetrated the roberto suarez organization at a time when explain what that 
organization was well that organization was the first drug in the words of the state department the first drug 
cartel to take over a whole government in essence the roberto suarez organization created the general 
motors of cocaine that still functions you know people look at colombia as the source of cocaine when in fact 
it's not colombia does not grow cocaine they get all virtually 80 percent of their raw material back during this 
period of time 90 to 95 percent of their raw material came from bolivia in fact 90 percent of the the world's 


according to the dea right after the suarez case uh 90 of the world's cocaine came from bolivia you at that 
point in our history you put bolivia out of business you end cocaine now here i was threatening the people 
who were this is the roberto suarez organization they were putting under one umbrella 
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they were putting under one umbrella organization every coca grower in bolivia so what happens uh let me 
let me give you the uh the sound bite version of it un we could have destroyed them i penetrated them i 
made the then biggest drug deal in our history nine million dollars for about a thousand pounds of royal coca 
base and uh i i would have been accepted into this whole organization had we just bought the drugs which 
we didn't we uh because of uh power the powers that be or i should say the powers behind the scene they 
only the only thing they would agree to after trying to destroy the case for three months uh was a by bust 
operation that would end in a bank vault in kendall florida and with undercover agents flying down to bolivia 
and picking up the then biggest load of cocaine in history well that that case was written up as the great 
cocaine sting by penthouse magazine it was got world press part of it was used to for to make the movie 
scarface was inspired by this case i'd say 60 to 70 percent of the movie scarface with the al pacino doing a 
bad spanish accent it was the facts that came from this case the only thing that was left out was that the 
united states attorney released the biggest drug dealers in the world pat sullivan the man who ironically 
prosecuted manuel noriega released the man that was paid nine million dollars for the drugs jose roberto 
gasser without even putting the case before a grand jury now that never made the press jose roberto gaza 
went back to argentina to bolivia before i could get back there and i was the undercover agent and he and 
his father erwin gasser again the details will be put down meticulously in the big white light because they're 
astounding 
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white light because they're astounding and every american who is at all interested in the reality of what 
started their drug war should read this uh it is the true history the true history being that erwin gasser jose 
roberto gaster the people we arrested uh again parenthetically we had to get um help from the then bolivian 
government lydia gayla's government which was probably the last south american government that was truly 
anti-drug in payment for them helping us to make to successfully make this cocaine sting this huge thing 
what they got was a cia led revolution the now famous july 17th coca cou wherein the very people we 
arrested and indicted were put in charge of bolivia and the people who were truly anti-drug were paid for their 
anti-drug stance at great risk with murder torture at the hands of cia asset klaus bobby and his paramilitary 
organization exiled from you have their country a little bit more about how that worked well how that worked 
was i immediately went back to argentina and was astounded to find that the people we had arrested were 
already released from jail and nobody had done a thing in the u.s to try and stop them astounded to find that 
i was sitting on top of a revolution in south america and that the very same people whom i had arrested and 
indicted were now running that revolution astounded to find that at that point in my life i was more threatened 
than any of the drug dealers because they had placed a 250 000 price on my head the very people who had 
been arrested by my government and released by my government now go back to south america and offer a 
quarter of a million dollars for the death of el julio trilleno de argentina and it 
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el julio trilleno de argentina and it was me the dark jew from argentina and the the money was offered to hit 
men throughout south america some of them who happen to be dea informants now instead of our 
government hunting drug dealers the drug dealers are hunting me and then and the and the government that 
was subverted the government that you were working with the anti-drug government ended up in torture they 
were ended up in torture chambers murdered exiles from their country and that was the last truly anti-drug 
government in the history of bolivia as far as i'm concerned and it was also the birth of the medellin cartel uh 
well that followed what what happened almost well this was just coincidental i think the medellin cartel was 
birthed shortly thereafter but what was very convenient for the medellin cartel was you already had the 


general motors of coca production set up in bolivia now how did i find out about this the very argent the 
argentine secret police with whom i had to work and and depended on were also working for the cia and it 
was the specifics of it are going to be in the book exactly how i found out about it exactly who told me they 
admitted to me when i wound up involved in a subsequent case that if what happened during the suarez 
case and during this subsequent case called the ugotalo candia case were made public in the words of one 
of the argentine secret police both your government and mine will be very embarrassed and what we were 
learning in that subsequent investigation was everything i'm telling you that the us and our and its argentine 
war dogs were training the bolivians for torture uh they were they were behind klaus bobby's paramilitary 
organization working with them and how did i learn that i learned that from the argentine secret police with 
whom i had to work very closely with in argentina and making drug cases who 
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making drug cases who were working at the same time for the cia in training the paramilitaries under the 
control of klaus barbie in training bolivians to torture and were in essence the war dogs of the cia in setting 
up and executing this revolution which now became famous as the coca cou july 17 1980 which ended up 
putting the very people we indicted and arrested in power they were now running the country our drug war 
became the laughing stock of all south america where it counted what every government in south america 
learned from that event was that you can't trust america the american drug war so at the one point where we 
could have really shut down drugs instead what we did is we the cia created the general motors of cocaine 
now if you look at any graph of our drug problem our cocaine problem our crack problem it began with that 
july 17th coup it began right there our country did it our country our covert agencies now in the words of uh 
senator kerry the american people had been betrayed only he didn't know a tenth of it he was only talking 
about iran contra senator kerry said that the our covert agencies had converted themselves into channels for 
drugs well they had done a lot more than that our covert agencies had betrayed the american people by 
setting up the general motors of cocaine now this is probably the first time you're hearing it it's going to be 
very very closely meniscally detailed in the book the way so what you're saying though just to some of what 
you're saying michael levine is that if it were not for the cia who had uh and i want to ask you in a minute 
what how they justified their motives but if it wasn't for the cia operation that subverted your undercover um 
uh operation it appears that we wouldn't 
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uh operation it appears that we wouldn't we may not have even had the median cartel that this wouldn't have 
occurred or at least in the with the great uh power and the great access to this country wouldn't have taken 
place well who's to say i i mean what i what i will what i will clearly say from the i have a lot of knowledge 
from first-hand experience of how the drug business works what at worst we would have wound up with a 
many many year delay in the start of our cocaine problem it would have it would have taken the drug deal as 
uh the drug producers a herculean effort to get around the obstacle we should have set up which which 
should have paid us off in cooperation from all the governments in south america instead what resulted was 
a gigantic boost you know what jado is genesis takeoff that they used to use for uh giant bombers during the 
in the 50s to get them off the ground well the whole drug economy was was jet assisted with that one act by 
the cia uh i mean this was the beginning of the general motors of cocaine that still exists now michael levine 
let me ask you you must have been i guess to put it mildly furious here you are essentially risking your life to 
do what you thought was a patriotic act motivated by um your brother's problems with heroin and uh your 
whole operation is subverted did you attempt to confront some of the agents some of the people who were 
involved in this uh policy and what did they say i conf i try to confront everyone i started to complain loudly in 
fact in my country report which are classified as secret i said that the u.s has to make a choice 
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i said that the u.s has to make a choice between communism and drugs that was my night the december 
1980 country report i was outraged yeah and then newsweek magazine had an article uh written by larry 
roder and steven strasser that sort of hinted at cia involvement in drugs and that was enough to really turn 
me loose i mean i sat down and did probably the worst thing i could have done uh as far as risking my life 
and that was i wrote a letter on u.s embassy stationary argentina too larry rhoda and steven strasser and i 
sent it return receipt requested and in the letter i told him if you want a real story why don't you check on why 
jose roberto gasser was released by sullivan the us attorney why alfredo cotucci gutierrez was was released 
by judge alcy hastings why he dropped the bail on this other biggest drug dealer in our century and why no 
one in our government did anything to stop them from leaving the country and so on and i never got an 
answer from them they didn't pick up the lead newsweek didn't pick up that lead the only thing i knew was 
that it was delivered because someone from newsweek signed the return receipt requested which i have 
mysteriously again there's so many uh you know i can i can go on at nauseum about the events that were 
happening to me but uh again the short the shorthand version of what happened next is i was put under an 
intensive investigation by internal affairs of the drug enforcement administration mystery never confronted 
with my accuser other than to be told that the informant whom i had used to do the roberto suarez case 
originally had accused me of black marketing and taking her informant money well they quickly found out that 
that was not true but their investigation spread into every corner of my life they're investigating they wrote me 
up for things like 
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they wrote me up for things like playing my radio too loud in the american embassy rock music and 
disturbing other elements for not knowing where the cia office was there was no stone left on turn in trying to 
hurt my career in jail me i mean i was falsely accused of black marketing i was falsely accused of stealing 
money i was falsely accused of rigging my vouchers they put you in jail for this sure it's probably with perjury 
it's grand larceny i was given my my constitutional rights every time i was interrogated every single voucher i 
had ever written for the government was pulled and closely investigated my phone calls were all examined i 
know i know that my phone was tapped my house in argentina was broken into and and ransacked and an 
attempt was made on my life i was forced transferred from argentina to dea headquarters in washington 
where i was placed under investigation and at the same time asked to work undercover in their most 
sensitive operation an operation called operation hun wherein i i was put undercover with a woman who used 
to sell cocaine for the bolivian government only she happened to be also a cia asset and who was targeted 
the very people who our government had let go in the first place uh the the bolivian cocaine cartel this was 
operation hun now during the many months i worked undercover living in a luxury house with this woman i 
was still under intensive investigation by my own government now here you had on one hand uh my own 
government accusing me of everything from black marketing to playing my radio too loud and on the other 
hand they're putting me undercover in their most sensitive investigation which was the investigation that was 
undermined initially exactly so here you were back at start 
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exactly so here you were back at start it back back to back to the get-go and i was literally being torn apart 
why were they doing this to you why what did they have well they i think what they wanted to do i believe 
now in retrospect they just wanted to keep me under control and that was no better way than than doing that 
they have a habit of taking uh some of the the uh the high-level bureaucrats are very smart what they do is 
they take the critics of a lot of their programs and they put them in charge of the operation uh in my case 
what did they do i'm criticizing that all these people will let go well they make me the key undercover against 
these people go get them and at the same time keep me under control by an intensive investigation well this 
went on for many many months and while we were undercover living in this house uh this woman and i 
incredible things happened i mean if you wrote it up for a movie no one would believe it incomes killers from 
uh from colombia there are house guests one of the house guests was called the number one of the 
extraditables and it turns out that she was just a customer of my informant again our government on camera 
we had people admitting to homicides uh some people were talking about selling drugs to uh having their 


best customers were judges and u.s attorneys they were mysteriously let go and never arrested some some 
violators were let go some were arrested there was a pick and choose you know depending on what power 
you had as an individual what political power you had you were arrested or not arrested now that was all 
documented under operation han now this again is all going to be part of the big white lie the specific the 
specifics of it in the middle of this my daughter becomes a cocaine addict and i am uh 
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and i am uh at that point i didn't know what war to fight first my daughter my ex-wife and i were separated i 
was actually living in washington i was undercover in operation hun in arizona and at the same time i was 
also assigned to vice president bush's task force in south florida so i was i was shuttling literally literally 
shutting between my undercover assignment my assignment in vice president bush's task force from where 
they were sending me out on other undercover assignments and washington and in the midst of this my 
daughter has a drug problem i'm still fighting what's going on i'm still i turn to everybody from bene britt to 
anyone who would listen to me to try and get some support i had no money uh i spoke to attorneys who all 
wanted a classical buck before they'd even sit down with me the media had already as far as i was 
concerned betrayed me what do you do really what does it and the american people wonder why no one 
comes forward i was a classic example right about at this point i have to tell you a quick anecdote uh santi 
mario story santi barrio was a dea agent a very highly motivated guy who was sent to mexico the hotbed of 
all of this hypocrisy and after two years after being stationed in mexico was arrested smuggling heroin in jail 
santi barrio took a bite of a peanut butter sandwich fell down into convulsions his wife was told while he was 
in a coma his wife was told that there's strychnine in his blood and a month later he dies and the autopsy 
report says that he died of asphyxiation on a peanut butter sandwich well of course within dea uh many 
many agents believe that either dea or the cia killed santi barrio and now that for me was again a hard 
concept to swallow i couldn't believe that my government would kill one of its own agents 
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own agents why would they think that he knew too much he just knew to the the the uh the story that went 
with it was that santi knew too much about cia operations involving drug smuggling and all the dirty dealing 
that goes in the world that i lived in for 25 years and i get a phone call now i'm sitting and i have a an 
application for a hardship transfer in uh to get back to new york and fight my daughter to deal with my 
daughter i'm under investigation and i get a call from a man who is now a high level man in dea and he says 
the following he says mike i like you but remember a peanut butter sandwich and i say you have got to be 
kidding i mean i can he says no i'm not kidding and that was enough for me i stopped fighting i was also told 
a bureaucracy mike has a very short memory and you just keep your mouth shut and they'll forget and you'll 
be your career will be back on track everything will be fine well this peanut butter this was a threat you took 
this as a threat the same thing would happen to you has happened to this other agency yeah but i took it 
from this particular person uh i believe he genuinely liked me i didn't believe he was threatening me he 
wanted to alert you but he wanted to alert me uh you know i don't know whether he had heard something i 
don't know uh uh what exactly was going on but i i admitted i was scared to death they scared me into 
silence complete silence and suddenly the my investigation ends this two and a half year investigation and 
the only thing they could charge me with was failure to Keep proper records on my vouchers which is kind of 
like uh charging uh a soldier in vietnam with failure to 
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uh a soldier in vietnam with failure to keep proper accounting records for his income tax return again the 
other thing that was very interesting about this particular charge that there was no violation i mean there was 
nothing in the book that said failure to keep records but i was warned to just accept that mike olivier there 
you were scared to death finally silenced trying to deal with the situation around your daughter having a 
heroin or a cocaine product so i i made it very clear that i was no longer a threat i wasn't going to fight i was 
just going to accept anything they did to me which i did and i was given the hardship transfer to new york and 


went back to work uh undercover in new york city i was a group supervisor i was a task force supervisor i 
was uh you know back in the drug war and at the same time fighting my daughter's drug battle constantly 
thank god i i practiced what i now preach about drug problems and we won my daughter's drug war had the 
following not occurred i probably would have gone into history silently unknown uh which is really what i 
wanted i could never have imagined myself writing the books that i'm writing and saying the things i'm now 
saying it was as far believe me when i tell you i started out in this business politically uh to the right of attila 
the hun i mean way to the right what does that mean well i i it was my country right or wrong i didn't question 
anything they said i followed orders yeah what what you see before you is their creation uh they did two 
things to me they made me one of the best they've ever had at undercover and at documenting criminal 
cases and criminal conduct and then they acted as criminally as you could in front of me and that's what you 
now see uh you know i'm the end product of their doing now had i not had in september 87 i get a call to go 
undercover again 
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a call to go undercover again in operation trifecta and had operation trifecta not happened where we 
penetrated the top of the drug world in three countries and probably what should have been the most far- 
reaching undercover case in in history and it was destroyed in all three countries well that set me off that 
pushed me over the line at that point i said to myself you know i wasn't saved from that bullet when i was 19 
years old to uh to keep my mouth shut and i wrote deep cover and now fight back now the big white lie is 
coming out to set history straight to tell america what victims they have been and what a deadly long-running 
lie they have paid for okay now let's pick up on some of that work that uh came after uh you're finally being 
fed up and leaving your work with the dea and with the government and you've as you said you've published 
a deep cover which was sort of a general analysis about how the cia and the dea continually undermine 
through uh through both uh stupidity with you if you read deep cover first of all it wasn't general it was from 
the eyes of the undercover agent who lived it was very specific it showed everything that happened uh 
including when uh edwin meese blew the cover of undercover agents uh who who would have exposed high- 
level mexican corruption in the drug world uh edward meese himself telephoned the attorney general of 
mexico to warn him about us while we were working undercover with a member of the attorney general's 
office you know buying drug protection from the mexican military there was nothing general about it it was 
very very specific uh you know we we pointed out that even the head of dea in mexico refused to cooperate 
with the investigation when we try to find out information from the very people who were selling us mexican 
military protection and the u.s ambassador in mexico claimed that these 
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ambassador in mexico claimed that these people had no connection with the government we ourselves later 
found out that the head of dea in mexico ed heath had met and had dinner with one of the people who we 
had just bought six months before his arrest oh come on you're telling me that the attorney general of the 
united states called and undermined an operation in which you're working with his assistant absolutely i 
mean is that anything general about that dennis i mean this is not a general critique i mean this is what i'm 
telling you is we were screwed by our own government our government went out of its way to kill this case in 
every way you could imagine uh here in panama i think my wife was very conservative why would he want to 
undermine the drug well in the words of uh the ex-commissioner of customs von robb when he angrily 
resigned his post he said the us is more interested in trade trade relations in oil deals in covert operations 
and in making the world safe for tea parties than really winning a drug war what he was referring to was 
specifically mexico and uh also attorney general by the way that's a that's a criminal act that was a criminal 
act he should be indicted for that instead uh where where uh is it the heritage yeah you know my god it's it's 
just astounding i mean you have now i'm happy to say a dea agent uh celerio castillo came out and told of 
going to ambassador core in salvador and telling him that what was going on in the little pongo and telling 
him that the contras were was sending drugs to the u.s with u.s protection and according to castillo he was 


told well that's a white house operation stay out of it well you Know when you add to that you hear uh again 
uh john kerry u.s senate telling how we've been betrayed uh you hear jack blum the man who is now a friend 
of mine who who was the chief counsel 
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chief counsel resigning and saying that he's sick to death of the truths he cannot tell and the bottom line of all 
this is we've been betrayed and yet not one u.s official is indicted for drug running well they've made a wild 
man out of me i'm going to keep i'm going to keep plugging away until i see them all go to jail michael this is 
where i want to pick it up if i want to focus on that central american operation you wrote you wrote an article 
that's going to be published soon in the crime law and social change and international journal and the title of 
the article is i volunteered to kidnap oliver north and i want to have you focus on you know first of all i want to 
talk about the title of that article i volunteer to kidnap oliver north and why you gave her that title and whether 
you're very serious about it but before we get into the uh this actual article i'm interested in asking you you 
just returned from uh a little boat ride uh which you picked up at columbia in colombia and uh you were 
addressing uh i guess a very influential group of people so what i would like you to do is talk a little bit about 
uh what you were doing on that boat ride and who got off the boat uh right after uh right before you got on 
yeah well it was a a cruise of uh world presidents organization and i addressed them on the drug issue the 
crews began in what's the world president organization well it's an organization of ceos from major 
corporations around the world and uh generally really well meaning people who want to be illuminated who 
want to hear the inside story on issues and i gave it to them i gave them the inside story but what i didn't 
know was you see i got on the the the boat in carageena colombia and i was on from katahina to caracas 
and then in karaoke i was there about six days on the boat but it was a about a 15 or 16 day cruise 
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but it was a about a 15 or 16 day cruise that had begun in acapulco and among those who had gotten on 
earlier in the cruise was dewey claridge and the ex-cia station chief in costa rica fernandez and uh so do 
dewey clara just for people who don't know was a former high level or maybe he's currently it's hard to say 
what he is but he certainly was working with this central intelligence agency both in the middle east and in 
central america he was one of the people who was coordinating uh the contra supporters who were creating 
the assassination manual who were organizing the mining of harbors in nicaragua he was also coordinating 
what was going on in the beginning of the arms transfer in the middle east that was dewey claridge joe 
fernandez as you mentioned the former cia station chief in costa rica was key in helping to essentially bring 
the cia in a way into costa rica that subverted not only their economy and their democracy but led to 
assassination drug dealing and so on and so forth that's about right dennis the it was kind of funny you know 
the moment i heard uh that uh joe fernandez who whom i've never met personally was on this boat the 
seabourn pride i i said and that that they had stopped in costa rica i i said did well did he get off in costa rica 
and the reason i asked the question was because i know president oscar aries the nobel prize-winning 
president of costa rica had banned him from entering his country he along with lewis hams and oliver north 
for drug and gun running and one of the people from the crew said no as a matter of fact uh you know he 
thought it would be dangerous for him and i had to laugh sure it would be dangerous to go back to costa rica 
yeah it's kind of funny you know and now you take uh you know what really makes me laugh is you have this 
cia spokesman i 
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laugh is you have this cia spokesman i think his name is christian who after dea agent castillo came forward 
and said hey he went to he went to the ambassador and told him the cia was running drugs well this guy 
came up and said we never in any way support condona have anything to do now here you have a cia 
station chief who's afraid to get off a boat i mean how how much more do the american people really have to 
tolerate before they take a stand and get rid of these criminals who are not only helping to destroy their 
nation uh who are ransacking their constitution but as i learned in paris last month are also creating an image 


of the american people that is ugly around the world okay i want to stay i want to come back to this i 
volunteer to kidnap oliver north michael levine uh i just showed you an article that appeared in today's news 
day in which you've got jesse helms with the support of congress or the u.s government under bush who just 
left threatening the costa rican government saying that they want to have returned or they want to be these 
certain farmers who were had large portions of land in costa rica during the whole contra war land by the way 
that was managed uh part of that land was managed by john hall who has now been indicted by the 
costarian government for assassination and implicated in massive drug trafficking they are saying that the 
and there's already been threats and things carried out by the international development bank in the world 
bank that costa rica will be cut off if they attempt to take this land that was used by by these people through 
hull to support contra drug trafficking if they don't get their land back the united states is going to shut them 
down now i think that's where we come into i volunteer to kidnap oliver north now are you serious you've got 
an article coming out in crime law and social change are you really willing to go and kidnap oliver north and 
do what 
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go and kidnap oliver north and do what with them well uh it it hinges upon a lot of a lot of ifs uh the point of 
the article is to really highlight how incredibly hypocritical we have shown ourselves to be around the world 
vis-a-vis this this drug wall oliver north was banned from ever entering costa rica why for drug and gun 
running the president of the united states called him an american hero u.s ambassador lewis tams was 
banned for drug and gun running his role in it conspiracy by again a nobel prize-winning president fernandez 
joe fernandez couldn't even get off a boat in costa rica because he's banned these are high-level american 
officials now officially accused in what's equivalent to an information not an indictment which is like an arrest 
warrant is john hull for his role in working for these people now the big fiance let's just say that the costa 
rican government has asked for extradition they have of john hall for assassination and murder and in that 
request they've also implicated him in drug trafficking exactly and uh ironically the costa rican government 
iris was himself the subject of threats from u.s senators that he would lose aid etc if he if he quote unquote 
uh made embarrassing accusations well it put this this really very intelligent well-meaning man in a strange 
position i mean here he is really wanting to fight a drug war i mean the drugs he was accusing these people 
of running were all going to the united states and we're not talking about small amounts of drugs let's talk 
about how much we're talking about tom cepeda when he was the boss of the dea office in tegucigalpa 
honduras documented 50 tons of cocaine coming 
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documented 50 tons of cocaine coming into the u.s during a 15-month period at the hands of contras and 
honduran military and they closed his office and transferred him that now you're talking about roughly what 
was estimated then is uh 50 of us consumption of drugs at the same time in the last decade they've taxed 
the federal government has spent 100 billion dollars fighting drugs so what happens here you have oscar 
arias wanting to get to the bottom of this wanting to arrest john hull and interrogate him and put as you do in 
any criminal investigation uh make him talk make him give specifics we know who he was working for he was 
working for oliver north ali north of course has already implicated the president during his book tour nothing 
official he said well he had a no so who knows where the arrest of john hull will lead to you Know the us 
government will possibly no longer be able to look the other way as we have been doing the iran contra 
testimony what americans who watched it closely found out was that all the drug dealing evidence was given 
behind closed doors secret from the american people you know these little uh little miniscule charges of lying 
to congress that everyone was so had has been able to laugh off so easily alongside of charges uh like 
conspiracy to smuggle drugs which carry a man minimum mandatory sentence uh you have to wonder 
whose side are these senators on well it's interesting you're volunteering to uh kidnap all of them i know 
metaphorically it's also the case as you know that john hall was smuggled out of costa rica by a dea agent 
and uh brought into this country now i've heard that so isn't this a rather great irony here we have a de agent 
smuggling uh john hall out of the country this uh uh indicted uh person who's indicted for murder and 
implicated in drug trafficking he's now listed in interpol as uh wanted by the 
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listed in interpol as uh wanted by the austrian government and now you're uh volunteering to take north back 
you think he'll take hold with north back well uh first of all let me say i heard the same story you did but i i 
never really i don't like to assert things i'm not i don't have evidence of uh but i've heard that uh well let me 
say my source is tony aragon a journalist who spent uh many years in costa rican who who you will hear in 
another interview has uh verified this with the dea that in fact john hall did come back into this country and 
supposedly there's an ongoing investigation but i appreciate that you don't have the first hand knowledge 
and that's what makes your interview very important that what you're talking about is that which you know 
yeah exactly and you know i still testify to this day i work as a consultant and testify as an expert and uh 
yeah i want to make sure that my credibility kind of continues so tell us about it wouldn't surprise me tell us 
about this so-called volunteer operation that you would in fact snap off it's based look dea agents out of 
frustration because their own government try to cover up including the head of dea try to try to quickly sweep 
uh the murder of enrique camarena under a rug where it wouldn't get in the way in the words of 
commissioner von rob of special trade agreements and oil when you name it every other every other interest 
that's more important than a young man's life would come first well his fellow agents out of frustration 
arranged the kidnapping of a man that they thought was one of those responsible for enrique's death now 
those agents had to literally work around their bosses whom would have destroyed their action had they 
found out about it because their very action uh brought camarena's death again into the headlines and again 
threatened to embarrass the u.s government but they did it they they arranged for the kidnapping of this 
doctor machine who was to stand trial in california for his role in enrique's murder now the supreme court 
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enrique's murder now the supreme court gave its uh stamp of approval on their action and when they literally 
said that it's legal quote unquote legal for american agents to go overseas and kidnap violators of those of 
american laws and bring them back to stand justice here now i have to state that back in my career and i 
begin the big white lie with this that's something we did anyway i mean i took part in the kidnapping i detailed 
it at the beginning of the big white lie but we used to call it something else then we called it a controlled 
expulsion uh it's yeah i guess it's sort of like calling a rape extreme seduction or you know something like 
that but the supreme court in general uh said it's okay to do this well immediately the the ayatollah said well 
it's now okay for us to go around the world kidnapping people for violations of islamic law immediately i can 
see that kidnapping is has become like an accepted tool of law enforcement so i'm not talking about violating 
the law now so now i i i look around and i realize that if senator helms and his his people have their way no 
u.s violators of uh you know carrying official titles may ever stand trial i don't know you know i want i took an 
oath once my oath was to bring to justice anyone who smuggled drugs or hated and abetted in it or 
conspired to do it into this country i took an oath to defend the children of this united states including those 
like my brother and my daughter and i don't care who they are even if it's oliver north or president reagan if 
they did it they have to go to jail it's a terrible crime president bush said this scourge will end and all those 
who look the other way are as guilty as the drug dealers 
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are as guilty as the drug dealers i'm carrying his words out what other country in the world officially accused 
these people of drug dealing and drug trafficking particularly countries that accuse them of drug trafficking to 
the united states well costa rica you don't have to look too far costa rica officially charged accused oliver 
north lewis tam ex ambassador lewis uh cia station t fernandez uh their accusation bob owen of uh their 
roles richard rich's secret of their roles in smuggling drugs from costa rica to the u.s now they haven't been 
indicted yet they've just been banned but they have officially accused the equivalent of an indictment john 
hull now they've asked us to give john hull back and now extradite john ho to stand trial in costa rica so what 
i'm foreseeing that may happen if they ever get john hoe is that john ho would stand trial in costa rica and 
spill his guts and what you may see is everyone he possibly see is everyone whom he works for who have 
already been banned for drug running subsequently officially indicted by the costa rican government for drug 


trafficking now should that happen and our government refuses refuses to extradite them as they so far are 
doing with john hull well i then in order to fulfill the oath i took to the american people will go to costa rica and 
volunteer to kidnap them working for costa rica and that's the substance of this article could you talk a little 
bit about you write in the article about some of the outrages 
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some of the outrages that uh oliver north and some of these other people participated in terms of opening up 
the way for drug trafficking could you just give some examples you talk about a case uh with a honduran 
general oh jen well general boiso-rosa to me is one of the most scandalous cases i've ever heard of the in 
fact the justice department itself described the the arrest of general boyce or rosa as one of the worst cases 
of narco-terrorism in our country's history and then you have on record olivet north uh fighting to get boiso 
rosa out of jail and actually enlisting the help of president ronald reagan and getting this drug dealing 
murderer out of jail let's mind you westerosa was charged with his role in smuggling something like 600 
pounds of cocaine and my friend everett hatcher for instance died for two ounces of cocaine new york city 
patrolman chris hoban died for a couple of grams of cocaine i can go on and on at infinitum with the law 
enforcement officers who have died for small amounts of this drug now here you have well you just lost your 
son if i can i can say this yes and my son um to a crack addict uh who for all i know westerosa was supplying 
and i have the president was an officer my son was a new york city police officer gunned down by a crack 
addict who had already been convicted twice before for homicide and he had a lifetime as a crack addict uh 
you know if you follow the us philosophy man it seems that the uh it's most likely that some of this guy's 
drugs had come from u.s supported forces uh yeah yeah i'm furious assisted i got ronald reagan to assist in 
the release of this ronald reagan wrote a letter for the release of general boise 
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release of general boise rosa and oliver north in his uh his famous computer notes wrote i'll paraphrase it 
that if the general is not made happy he has tales to tell that we don't want to hear now the american people 
are due after after all these decades of phony drug war and hundreds of billions of dollars and and hundreds 
of thousands of lives we are owed those tales we or we are owed every syllable every comma every period 
of those tales this country is owed those tales i'm just standing out here and feeling often that i'm alone in 
demanding those tales now i was called by a michael jackson show in uh in los angeles when oliver in uh ali 
north was doing his book tour and i listened to him uh say that oh yeah bueso rosa was was picked up for 
some political charges well i you know they they asked me if i wanted to be on the air well i got on the air and 
confronted him with everything i just said and i talked about his tales in fact i quoted ex-ambassador francis 
mcneil who said the american people are owed those tales and ali said i'll paraphrase him oh well you're 
sure frank mcneal he'd give away all the country secrets or something like that as if this whole matter was 
national security and before i could say another word i was cut off and i was told later uh you know we 
thought you were finished what was the general doing the general was dr smuggling drugs and murdering 
people here in the u.s and uh ali not the course said that uh he implied that that was national security first he 
lied saying some political charges you lied to america uh the uh the the point that i'm trying to bring out is 
who do the american people who can we count on to tell us the truth i mean even the media if the media cuts 
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i mean even the media if the media cuts you off the truth of the matter is our government the top echelons of 
our government right up to the president of the united states were trying to get big drug dealers out of jail to 
to use all these words to keep their tails from being told now those tales may or may not result in many high- 
level americans going to jail for conspiracy conspiracy to traffic drugs to its own people that's a heinous 
crime that's on the level with murder now any politician who says well let's just forget about it and move on 
for the more important matters of uh budget and uh getting the economy going uh they don't they don't 
deserve to be politicians in this country not representing the american people we're speaking with michael 
levine michael levine is a long time was a long time undercover agent working with the dea the alcohol 


tobacco and firearms and the irs now the most interesting back and forth that i had happened in paris during 
this uh international drug watch convention when a professor from ottawa uh who was an expert on the 
international monetary fund got up to talk about third world debt to the imf now mind you this this little talk 
came up after three days of listening to representatives of the whole third world talking about how drug 
production is out of control around the world there's just no way of stopping it now up uh gets this professor 
and he says well the third world owes the imf 1.3 trillion dollars at that point i almost jumped out of my seat 
and i said well can you tell me that banks are really against the drug economy so well this is not you know he 
said well he got a little incensed he said what do you think bankers are involved in a conspiracy absolutely 
not they don't have to as long as we continue fighting drugs you know quote unquote fighting drugs drugs 
that don't talk drugs that don't

drugs that don't talk drugs that don't fight back as long as we're at war against a white powder they don't 
have to say a word because it's a losing proposition but what i want to know is wouldn't they be a little upset 
banks if we suddenly won i mean if suddenly the drug economy collapsed and when the whole third world 
has nothing but drugs to sell and that that 1.3 trillion dollars a good portion of that is coming from drug money 
by the way uh the yearly drug economy world drug economy has been measured as up to half a trillion 
dollars and he finally had to admit yes it could be very upsetting to banks so this is what neighborhoods are 
fighting the only thing the only chance we have left is organizing against the drug economy across the 
country black white instead of it being the divisive thing that it has become a black problem a hispanic 
problem it can become the joining factor michael i just want to talk to you a little bit more about that recent uh 
boat uh tour you went to speak to these executives and ceos i know i i would just like to get a little bit of uh 
the interaction here you are following these cia people onto this uh this uh cruise and you really have a 
radical point of view even though you might you know in this country ruth truth has become a radical act sure 
uh so what just talk a little bit about the interaction when you start talking about this stuff how do different 
people respond who's there and what do they say yeah the amazing thing is first of all that these are very 
powerful people very very rich and uh what i found is a high percentage of them had actual drug problems in 
their family so when i i what i literally did is i had a bunch of copies of fight back which went into in very great 
detail how we handled the drug problems the mistakes we made with my brother that led to his death uh 
what we did right with my daughter and what that had in common 
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and what that had in common with drug users uh across the board so they were very very interested in that 
aspect of it and from that we went into what really causes it uh why we all we have these problems uh the 
fact that we've concentrated so much for so many years on the supply-side war that uh you know and i put it 
in these terms and this really affected them i said look when i went to paris what i've what i learned was that 
the american people are hated are despised and we don't even know it thanks to our media and we hated 
vis-a-vis this war on drug image and what is that image we are a people that are saying by our acts 
government you stop that powder from coming in because if it gets in we can't resist taking it now the rest of 
the world looks at us as spoiled pampered uh willis individuals what has happened to us now when they 
heard that it what it showed me was that even these very rich and privileged people really have been hidden 
they they have not seen the truth thanks to the media coverage of this did they tell you any stories about 
their problems or yes what kinds of things did you hear from um you don't have to name people okay one 
one in particular very powerful man whose granddaughter is living with a drug dealer she uh the whole family 
is is destroyed another very powerful man whose uh son died uh and on and on and on you know actually 
the stories are typical of uh of the stories that you hear throughout right across our culture it is a problem that 
thanks to our government's handling of it and no one is immune from it everyone is everyone is affected by it 
and when i told them about uh fight back and a few of them have it yeah i now have a list of everyone on the 
ship who wants 
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list of everyone on the ship who wants to see fight back some even said well supposing uh you know 
president clinton offered you a post and uh etc etc well oddly enough i just got a note from president clinton 
that he has the book and he's reading it um who knows where it can go uh i just want before i die to have 
made a difference and uh that's it yeah i've lost too much i've been hurt too badly and i'm a guy that uh you 
know my father my father was well my father was a real bum first of all my my dad left us when we were you 
know really young and he got married he was sort of addicted to women he was a married but the one 
legacy he left me mind you i didn't see him from the time i was 13 until i was in my early 20s and his first 
words on seeing me when i looked them up in a miami phone book were actually i wouldn't have recognized 
you and this is the same man who gave me the following advice he said when you're in a street fight he said 
in you you know you're going to lose you get your breakfast they're going to get their dinner he said but you 
get your breakfast you keep you hurt them you're going to get yourself chopped up you're going to get you 
you're going to be beaten beyond the pope beyond recognition but you hurt him because if you hurt him they 
won't come back and that's all i want to do these people have hurt me so badly i just want to hurt him i want 
to hurt him back if i can put him in jail well that's that's great and if i can hurt the drug economy and put him 
out of business well that's even better and that's it that you've now have the whole story of what mike levine 
is all about michael olivine the way that i would like to conclude this interview is to talk a little bit about the 
struggle that you have faced and continue to face in terms of getting this material out even though you have 
the authentic background and 
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background and it is difficult to discredit the work that you've done over these many years you you've had a 
tough time getting the material out and i want to talk to you a little bit about that you still have many friends 
who work as dea undercover agents and work in this official capacity trying honestly to fight the scourge of 
drugs and uh as you write in an article for the upcoming extra that's the newsletter of fairness and accuracy 
and reporting you talk about how these agents and others tend to call you and you might from time to time 
play the role of psychiatrist or perhaps they'll choose you to talk instead of a psychiatrist and um there's so 
many different questions i have about how difficult it has been for you to get the information out but let's 
come in through this news door i wanted you to tell people uh what operation green ice was and how you 
had a difficult time before the election getting this information out well yeah let me take you back to uh yeah i 
think it was just the month or so before the election and i was telephoned by several agents from different 
parts of the country who were really beside themselves they they had been ordered to as we say give up 
money laundering investigations and i was told that the justice department was putting together a massive 
roundup of money launderers and that it was the word had come down from the white house to put this thing 
together and i didn't know the name of the operation yet but i did know that it was nothing more than a hastily 
contrived massive roundup and that the result of which were many many money laundering cases were cut 
short and many people would go free for a politically oriented roundup and these people many agents had to 
give up these cases and they would 
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up these cases and they would all be publicized for a desperate president who needed votes for reelection 
as though we're winning this drug war well i i i went on i wrote a couple of articles about it quick articles op- 
ed pieces sent them out to the press and of course none of them would would print it uh the only member of 
the media that would you know air my charges and this is before the operation came to the pre came to the 
fore was wbai in new york and on 50 000 what radio station i got up and said this is what your government is 
about to do and hopefully i was hoping they would hear me and not do it but evidently either they didn't hear 
me or they couldn't give a damn one way or the other the operation did come out it was worldwide press they 
called it operation green ice it was touted as a marvel of international cooperation and whatever it got the 
president thanked thankfully it was not enough to get him elected now i'm invited to speak at this 
international drug watch in paris i went as a guest of the french government and there i found out that from 
french journalist philippe bourdain that he had approached some of the french contingent involved in green 
ice and that they were so scandalized by the operation that they had threatened to go to the media that it 


was a fraud the whole operation you know you had the highest levels of our justice department touting this 
operation as a marvel as this great thrust into the into money laundering and all i could say was uh you know 
i wish they had gone to the media well oddly enough when i got back to the us there was one final rejection 
note uh for my article about the the fraud that operation green ice was and it came from 
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operation green ice was and it came from the washington post and in it they said that's not the kind of thing 
we publish well i already knew that and so thankfully there is a fair and they're going to publish the article in 
uh in extra you also have some problems publishing i volunteer to kidnap oliver north oh yeah there was 
some interesting back and forth could you talk about that oh yeah i sent it to the american bar association 
journal and actually got a really great letter from the the editor who said that uh i'll paraphrase him the article 
he said really blew him away it was a great article it made him angry so the trouble is no one's interested and 
no one just no one gives a damn anymore is what it comes comes out to nobody wants to know and but i 
don't believe that if i when i the day i believe that i'll start writing un semi-pornographic movies about 
undercover agents who screw the world and what's the response when you skip the media and go right to 
the people how do people you you lecture around the country around the world how do people respond to 
you people do they want to hear people yes they do people do want to hear it they're astounded uh what 
they're really astounded about is how little the media covers this side of the drug war how little coverage 
there is and all they want they're hungry for the truth and i think once the truth is out and is out constantly as 
it was during watergate it was a constant barrage of truth we will then have our elected leaders finally doing 
the right thing moving for a public hearing of all those charges senator kerry heard behind closed doors and 
some indictments for in his words the treason against the american people you 
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
